Cavp NEAR SKYLER'S BLUFrs,

We were landed at Young's Point,which |

Now, if they |
march us 'romud down bebind, we wiil
have bad a regular excursion of it—with
this difference—retura tickets for all pot
sssured. It bids fuir to be so. '
They embarked us the next moroiog on
trausports, and brooght us to the Yazoo,
landiog us at Soyders Bloffs, which are
two to threo miles this side of Hayne's |
